ASHINGTON— Governor Frank Mur­ 
phy of Michigan is one of the Presi­ 
dent’s closest and most esteemed friends. 
He is also a devoted and uncompromising 
New Dealer. 
But this did not keep a num­ 
ber of the President’s family from secretly 
trying to put the skids under Murphy. 
The ambitious master mind of this 
scheme was G. Hall Roosevelt, brother of 
Mrs. Roosevelt and former controller of 
the City of Detroit. 
Several 
weeks before the 
Michigan 
Democratic convention, Hall came to Mur­ 
ray D. Van Waggoner, State Highway 
Commissioner, and told him that W ashing­ 
ton didn’t think Murphy could be re-elect­ 
ed and wanted Van Waggoner to be the 
party’s gubernatorial champion. 
Van 
Waggoner is a 
popular glad- 
hander with one of the strongest political 
machines in the history of Michigan. 
He 
has been quietly grooming himself to run 
against Senator Arthur Vandenburg, when 
the latter comes up for re-election in 1940. 
But with Hall broadly intimating that the 
White House wanted him to substitute for 
Murphy, Van Waggoner got busy. 
He sent out a call to his county high­ 
way supervisors for a secret conference on 
the Sunday before the deadline for filing 
candidacies. 
At the confab Van W ag­ 
goner related what Hall Roosevelt had 
told him and asked his henchmen what 
they

Governor. 
Their overw helming advice was to stay 
out of the race. 
They informed Van W ag­ 
goner that 
despite 
Hall’s assertion 
of 
Murphy’s weakness, the Governor had a 
strong hold on the State and an excellent 
chance to be re-elected.

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Whooping Cough Vaccine Should Be Given 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, ML I). 
PARENTS NOW have to make 
up their minds about another form 
of immunization for their children 
—th a t against whooping cough 
Some day the time will come when 
young children will have to take 
off a sabbatical year and be im­ 
munized against everything alJ at 
once. 
The 
whooping cough question 
arises In connection with the ap­ 
parent success of the Sauer vac­ 
cine. 
I think it is fair to advise 
parents that this should be given

to their children, but It is by no 
means in the same class of neces­ 
sity or certainty as diphtheria and 
smallpox vaccination. 
It is. how­ 
ever, perfectly safe. 
Whooping cough ts by no means 
a minor malady, although often so 
regarded. 
It not only makes a 
child very weak and sick, but has 
a very definite death rate. 
Any­ 
thing that can be done to prevent 
It, therefore, is to be desired and 
welcomed. 
Since Dr Sauer introduced his 
vaccine, in 1934, there has been a 
m arked reduction in the incidence j 
of whooping cough. 
From 1930 to 
1935 there were reported in the 
United States, on 
the 
average, j 
196,000 cases of whooping cough a 
year. 
In 1936 *heie were 147,000. 
The figures for 1937 are not yet 
available, but the indications are ; 
th at the decrease will be main- j 
tained. 
Due to Vaccine? 
Was this due to the Introduction I 
of the prophylactic vaccine ? That 


seems hardly likely, in some cities 
its use is quite widespread, but it 
is hardly in enough general use to 
have made that much difference. 
Still it may have played some­ 
what of a part. 
Analyzing the 
statistics of eases that have had 
the treatm ent, indicates that the 
Sauer vaccine, properly given, pro­ 
tects well over 90 per cent of those 
immunized. 
Of 3.000 children who 
were thus vaccinated. 219 were 
subsequently known to be exposed 
to whooping cough and only 17 
contracted it. 
That result is, of course, nothing 
compared to the resulta in diph­ 
theria prophylaxis, but it is en­ 
couraging. 
Perhaps the most not­ 
able example I know of its effec­ 
tiveness was in the case of a fam ­ 
ily of four children. 
The father 
being 
of a 
biological 
frame of 
mind—that is, fond of controls-— 
gave two of them Sauer vaccine. 
Later all four were accidentally 
exposed to whooping cough. 
The 
two 
who 
were 
not 
vaccinated 
caught it, but the others, in spite 
of the fact that they lived with 
their sick brothers, did not catch 
it. 
I tell these things for what they 
are worth 
If you decided not to 
give your child whooping cough 
vaccine, I would not blame you, 
and lf you decided to give it him.

As shown in this Garden-Graph. 
a form of botrytis blight may ruin 
the blossom 
As soon 
as 
this 
blight is noticed the flower heads 
affected should be 
cut 
off 
and 
whapped in paper and then burned, 
in .order to 
prevent 
the further 
spread of the disease. If this is 
not done the spores of this fungus 
blight will be carried by air cur­ 
rents 
from 
infected 
plants 
to 
healthy ones, thus ruining the en­ 
tire planting. 
Spraying the zinnia plants 
at 
regular intervals with 
bordeaux 
mixture will check botrytis blight 
as well as leaf spot or leaf blight. 
When powdery mildew covers the 
leaves, dusting with fine sulphur 
will prevent its spread.

Nearly Perfect 


South C arolina Ready 
For Test of New Deal 


COLUMBIA, S. C., Aug. 29.— (U P )—Two la st m inute developm ents 
on the eve of South C arolina’s turbulent D em ocratic senatorial 
prim ary race - a statem ent by President Roosevelt and the w ithdraw al 
of Candidate E dgar A. B row n—caused high excitem ent through­ 
out the state today. 
Both Sen. Ellison D. Sm ith and Gov. Olin D. Johnston were 
quick to com m ent on the P resident’s statem ent. 
Sm ith said he would "continue to support . . . any Dem ocratic 
P resident" unless such support would be "in direct conflict w ith 
w hat I consider the best in terests^- 
of South Carolina . . . and if th at 
be treason, let m y opposition m ake 
the m ost of it." 
Johnston, 
agreeing 
with 
the 
President, accused Sm ith of not 
being "in tim e w ith the forward 
m arch 
of 
progressive 
govern­ 
ment ’

Roosevelt had taken a hand in the 
South Carolina cam paign. 
A fter 
an address at Barnesville, Geor­ 
gia, on A ugust ll. at Greenville, 
he urged support for New D ealers 
and declared th a t it was his belief 
th a t no man could live on 50 cents 
a day. 
This w as aim ed a t Sm ith, 
who im m ediately explained to his 
constituents th a t he spoke of indi­ 
viduals and fam ilies living on 50 
cents a day in an allegorical, not 
a literal, sense.
